I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1967  as  made  to  the  Minister 
of  Health  in  accordance  with  his  instructions. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  in  June  1967 
was  37)900,  showing  an  increase  of  900  from  the  previous  year  1966, 

The  number  of  births  was  32  less  than  the  previous  year. 

Deaths  due  to  coronary  diseases  numbered  97,  the  highest  figure  for 
11  years.  Deaths  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents  numbered  4;  this  figure 
being  1 lower  than  1966. 

I would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Vfilson,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  assistance  in

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Denton  lies  in  the  extreme  South  East  corner  of  Lancashire, 

The  River  Tame,  a tributary  of  the  River  Mersey,  forms  the 
southerly  and  easterly  boundaries  of  the  district  and  the  County 
boundary  between  Lancashire  and  Cheshire, 

Whilst  the  town  centre  is  a mixture  of  industrial  and 
residential  properties  the  East  and  West  Wards  are  almost  entirely 
residential.

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Explanatory  Note  on  Vital  Statistics 


Adjusted  Birth  and  Death  Rates 

The  adjusted  birth  and  death  rates  result  from  the  multiplication 
of  a district’s  "crude"  rates  by  a comparability  factor  calculated  and 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  to  each  district. 

This  is  necessary  owing  to  the  different  composition  of  district 
populations.  Crude  rates  do  not  show  these  differences  and,  therefore, 
fail  as  comparative  indices. 

e.g.  District  "A"  has  a high  proportion  of  aged, 
ill  or  infirm  residents  who  will  obviously 
lower  the  birth  and  raise  the  death  rate 
figures.  Unless  some  adjustment  is  made  for 
these  factors  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates 
for  that  district  will  be  misleading,  compared 
with  District  "B"  which  may  have  only  a minority 
of  such  persons. 

The  adjusted  rates  can  be  taken  as  a truer  comparison  against  the 
adjusted  rates  for  another  district  or  the  crude  rate  for  England  and 
Wales,

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TUBERCULOSIS 


Adjustments  to  the  register  of  tuberculosis  persons  were  made  as 
shown  in  Table  IX  (Notifications,  Transfers,  Etc.);  Table  X (Age, 
Grouping  and  Separation  of  sexes  of  new  cases  and  deaths)  and  Table 
XI  (incidence  and  mortality  of  Tuberculosis  during  the  past  10  years), 

When  desired,  houses  were  disinfected  after  removal  of  a patient 
to  hospital,  and  bedding  and  personal  belongings  subjected  to  a steam 
disinfection.  Structural  defects  in  houses,  particularly  regarding 
ventilation,  were  given  immediate  attention  and  any  case  known  to  be 
sharing  a bedroom  was  given  priority  in  rehousing. 

No  action  was  required  under  the  Public  Health  Act  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925?  relating  to  persons  suffering  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  environmental  health  and 
public  cleansing  services. 

1967  was  yet  another  busy  year.  Mr.  E.  Lear  my  Deputy  left  to  join 
Oldham  C.B.C.  as  Deputy  in  the  Cleansing  Department.  It  is  regrettable  from 
an  environmental  health  point  of  view  to  lose  talented  young  men  to  Cleansing, 
but  who  can  blame  then  when  the  pay  and  promotion  prospects  are  so  much  better. 
I thank  Mr.  Lear  for  the  loyal  and  efficient  service  and  the  hard  work  he  gave 
to  me  and  the  Department.  He  -was  succeeded  by  Mr.  S.  Eowarth  who  joined  us 
from  Ashton-under-Lyne. 

Denton  No. 9 Smoke  Control  Area  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July  and 
No. 12  Area  was  submitted  to,  and  confirmed  by  the  Minister,  early  in  October. 
There  seems  to  be  little  opposition  to  smoke  control  now,  but  some  people  still 
prefer  their  coal  fires.  In  most  areas  there  are  still  a few  people  burning 
coal,  they-have  been  noted,  and  action  will  be  taken  when  circumstances  permit. 
The  vacancy  for  an  additional  Technical  Assistant  was  filled  when 
Mr.  T.  Shuf flebotham  was  appointed  during  the  year.  It  now  seems  very  probable 
that  Denton's  Smoke  Control  Programme  will  be  completed  by  the  summer  of  1969. 

The  announcement  that  gas  coke  would  cease  to  be  available  by  1970 
was  a bombshell  to  the  Clean  Air  Movement.  Denton's  first  six  Smoke  Control 
Areas  are  based  on  gas  coke  and  assurances  were  given  (less  than  four  years 
ago)  both  by  the  Gas  Board  and  the  Ministry  that  supplies  would  continue  to  be 
available.  I consider  it  deplorable  that  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  is  so  reluctant  to  take  any  measures  to  mitigate  the  effect  of 
these  broken  promises.  Additional  grants  should  be  made  available  over  a 
period  of  two  or  three  years,  the  cost  to  be  shared  by  the  Gas  Board  and  the 
Ministry.  North  Sea  Gas  will  reach  Denton  during  1968. 

The  St.  Anne's  Eoad  Depot  and  Tip,  opened  in  1962,  continued  to 
operate  satisfactorily.  The  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  was  main- 
tained throughout  the  year,  often  in  appalling  weather  conditions.  Domestic 
refuse  increased  by  870  tons  on  the  previous  year,  just  over  11$  increase. 

For  manual  workers  this  is  a remarkable  increase  in  productivity  by  any 
standards.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  apparent  that  the  standard  2^  cu. ft. 
bin  is  inadequate  for  very  many  households,  and  a cu.ft.  bin  should  now  be 
considered. 
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cont: 


The  publicity  given  to  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  has  also  had  a 
marked  effect  on  the  work  of  the  Department.  More  than  a thousand  requests 
to  move  extra  rubbish,  household  furniture  etc.  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year.  At  times  the  Department's  resources  have  been  stretched  almost  beyond 
endurance  as  the  demand  fluctuates  very  greatly.  99  scrap  and  derelict  cars 
have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year,  yet  another  load  imposed  by  the  Civic 
Amenities  Act.  Excess  refuse  is  also  accepted  at  St.  Anne's  Road  Depot  during 
normal  working  hours  and  on  Saturday  mornings.  The  only  disappointing  feature 
of  an  exceptionally  busy  year  was  that  salvage  showed  a decrease  for  the  second 
year  in  succession.  Efforts  will  be  made  to  arrest  this  decline.  Demands  on 
the  vehicle  maintenance  workshop  were  increased  by  new  legislation,  additional 
vehicles  and  new  machinery.  Compulsory  testing  of  goods  vehicles  will  begin 
in  1968.  Though  many  of  the  Council's  vehicles  will  be  exempt  from  these 
tests,  they  will  still  be  subject  to  spot  checks  by  Ministry  of  Transport 
Inspectors,  and  I propose  to  adopt  the  new  higher  maintenance  standards  for  all 
the  vehicles  under  my  control. 

The  houses  in  the  Angel  Street  Clearance  Area  were  demolished  during 
the  year.  A number  of  other  houses  in  High  Street,  Quebec  Street,  Shaw  Street 
and  West  Street  were  demolished  as  a result  of  action  taken  by  the  Department. 

A further  Clearance  Area  in  Joseph  Street  was  declared  and  following  several 
objections  a Public  Inquiry  is  to  be  held.  A Closing  Order  on  a house  in 
Stockport  Road  was  revoked  on  appeal  to  the  County  Court.  Progress  on  the 
Pilot  Improvement  Area  was  disappointingly  slow  during  the  year,  and  the  Council's 
compulsory  powers  may  have  to  be  used. 

In  conclusion,  I would  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  their 
help  and  support.  I must  again  express  my  sincere  and  warm  appreciation  for 
the  loyalty  and  conscientious  hard  work  given  by  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department.  I consider  myself  very  fortunate  to  be  the  captain  of  such  a 
good  team.

WATER  SUPPLY t 

There  is  a constant  supply  through  mains  to  all  parts  of  the 
district  of  upland  surface  water  gathered  in  the  Manchester  Corporation 
reservoirs,  33  partially  blocked  common  service  pipes  were  satisfactorily 
cleansed  and  a good  supply  restored, 

DRAINAGE  AM)  SEWERAGE: 

The  drainage  of  the  district  is  on  the  partially  separate  system. 

The  sewage  from  one  area  is  collected  at  a pumping  station  and,  after 
seperation  of  the  storm  water  is  pumped  to  the  head  of  a gravitational 
sewer.  The  whole  of  the  sewage  from  the  district  is  delivered  ultimately 
to  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Department  by  way  of  two  main  outfall  sewers. 
The  process  of  treatment  at  the  water  pollution  control  department  consists 
of  primary  clarification  of  the  sewage,  whereby  solids  are  removed  by 
sedimentation  and  chemical  precipitation,  followed  by  treatment  on 
percolating  filters  in  which  the  clarified  tank  effluent  is  rendered  non- 
putresible  by  bio-chemical  oxidisation.  The  deposited  sludge,  which  is 
screened  mechanically,  gravitates  to  the  pump  house  and  is  pumped  into 
digestion  tanks,  the  digested  sludge  being  ultimately  dried  on  adjoining 
drying  beds  and  disposed  of  chiefly  for  use  as  an  alternative  to  farmyard 
manure  and  fertilisers.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  district  necessitated 
extensions  to  the  existing  sewage  disposal  works  which  are  now  completed. 
Work  was  commenced  on  the  replacement  of  an  old  main  sewer,  this  work  is  now 
nearing  completion,

STREET  CLEANSING: 

Street  cleansing  and  gully  emptying  is  under  the  direction  of  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION: 

A regular  weekly  collection  from  all  premises  in  the  district  was 
maintained  by  means  of  four  rear  loading  diesel  engined  vehicles  with 
salvage  trailers.  The  dustbin  incentive  bonus  scheme  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily. 

Two  further  waggons  were  regularly  employed  in  the  collection  of 
salvage,  trade  waste  and  special  collections  of  household  refuse  such  as 
bedding,  old  furniture  etc.  and  a 10  cwt.  van  for  general  purposes. 

The  Council's  policy  to  collect  odd  items  of  household  furniture  free 
of  charge  appears  to  be  coming  more  widely  known  and  would  seem  to  be  having 
some  effect  on  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  such  articles:  although  there 
is  still  much  to  be  done  before  this  senseless  practice  is  stamped  out.  At 
times  the  number  of  requests  for  this  service  caused  some  difficulty  to  the 
department,  as  ideally  these  should  be  dealt  with  promptly,  but  there  is  no 
establishment  for  this  service  and  the  demand  fluctuates  remarkably.  The 
following  figures  show  the  number  of  chargeable  and  non-chargeable  private 
works  carried  out:

These  services  are  operated  from  a combined  garage  and  depot  for  the 
Health  and  Highways  Departments  opened  in  April,  1962.  This  includes  a 
maintenance  and  repair  section  for  the  whole  of  the  Council's  mechanical 
vehicles  and  plant.

One  full  time  rodent  operator  was  employed.  Infestation  of  premises 
by  rats  and  mice  and  the  resultant  measures  of  control  are  shown  in  the 
Table  on  page  42. 

V7arfarin  resistance  is  new  widespread  in  mice  infestations,  and  made 
their  clearance  very  difficult.  This  has  placed  a very  heavy  work  load 
on  the  operator  and  taxed  his  ingenuity  and  resources  almost  to  the  limit. 
New  poisons  have  been  tried  but  with  only  limited  success.

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CLEAN  AIR: 


The  Council  is  a member  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire 
Joint  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  and  operates 
three  volumetric  analysis  instruments  for  measuring  pollution  by  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide;  one  in  the  Health  Department  in  the  town  centre,  one  at  the 
Water  Pollution  Control  Department  in  the  No,  3 Smoke  Control  Area,  and  one 
in  a private  garage  in  No.  7 Smoke  Control  Area.  The  results  of  the 
observations  are  shown  on  Page  40. 

A graph  of  readings  taken  at  the  Health  Department  since  1961  shows  an 
encouraging  decrease  in  smoke  pollution. 

39  smoke  observations  were  made  during  the  year.  Whilst  it  was  not 
necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings,  the  firms  concerned  were  warned.  The 
general  position  with  industry  in  Denton  was  generally  satisfactory,  but 
there  are  still  one  or  two  firms  where  equipment  is  out  of  date  and  this  will 
need  to  be  renewed  in  the  years  to  come. 

Denton  No.  9 Smoke  Control  Area  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July. 

Denton  No.  12  Smoke  Control  Area  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  July  1967 
and  confirmation  was  received  on  the  29th  September,  1967*  A number  of  council 
houses  requiring  conversion  were  included  and  the  Council  again  decided  to 
allow  their  tenants  a limited  freedom  of  choice  of  appliances* 

There  is  now  only  one  area  not  smokeless  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
will  be  confirmed  and  in  operation  by  1969  when  our  target  will  have  been 
reached.
